Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative, Mr. Jones indicated that the art of record 
Morganti has both the shaft and end cap as one piece and that the shaft in both Morganti and Boelkins do not extend 
throughout the length of roller. The Examiner requested that Mr. Jones point out any particular structural features that 
an oiling roller should have that are not recited in the claims that can define over the prior art including the limitations 
that the shaft is a one piece extending from one end of the roller to the other end and that the end caps are 
compressed into the ends of the compressible roller material. Mr. Jones agreed to respond accordingly. No 
patentability commitment was made .
